The common council of said city Punishment of
shall have power to pass such ordinances, rules °"
and regulations with regard to the improving,
preservation, laying out and ornamenting of said
coemeteries and the burial of the dzad therein as
they may think necessary.
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SectioN 4. The said common council is fully
empowered and authorized to provide by ordl-
nance for the punishment of all persons who
shall without said limits be guilty of any viola-
tion of the regulations, rules and ordinances es-
tablished by said city in relation to such ceme-
teries the same as if such offense had been com-
mitted within the boundaries of said city; and
magistrate having jurisdiction of prosecutions for
the violations of ordinances of said city is hereby
authorized and empowered to issue process for
the apprehension of any and all persons guilty of
any such violation, and to have the same jurisdic-
tion in every-respect as of the violation of any
other ordinance, rule or regulation of said city.
